REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 , 9- 
13, 27, 34-38 are allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record fails to 
teach the membrane made from the specified composition on the particular support 
materials and having asymmetric structure. Coating siloxanes, silsesquioxanes or 
polycarboxylanes on a silicon wafer is known in the art, however, forming a composite 
membrane including the silicon support as claimed in claims 1 and 27 is not suggested. 
Allowability of claim 1 , 9-13, and claim 26, which limitation is now included in claim 27 
wee indicated in a prior Office action. 
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Claim 39 and dependent claims were canceled based on the discussion of patents 
6,383,386, and 7,139,885, which teach the membrane of supported polyimide in silicon 
or silicon oxide.
